Astronaut  Cooper  Ready 
If  Weather  Permits  Flight 


CAPE  CANAVERAL  (UPD— 
Astronaut.  L.  Gordon  Cooper  and 
his  Mercury  Space  Capsule  were 
described  as  “completely  go” 
Monday  but  a sudden  layer  of 
clouds  put  his  scheduled  liftoff 
Tuesday  on  a 22-orbit  flight 
around  the  world  in  jeopardy. 

If  all  goes  well.  Cooper  is 
scheduled  to  remain  aloft  for  34 
hours  and  splash  down  Wednes- 
day in  the  Pacific  near  Midway 
Island. 

DURING  THE  mission  scien- 
tists hope  to  compile  further  in- 
formation on  the  eerie  state  of 
weightlessness  and  to  perform 
visual  experiments  that  will  help 
in  future  space  flight  programs 
designed  to  bring  two  or  more 
separate  capsules  in  orbit. 

Officials  said  Cooper  had  not 
been  given  any  instructions  about 
turning  on  liis  camera  while  fly- 
ing over  Communist  China.  Dur- 
ing one  orbit  the  camera  will  be 
on,  but  officials  said  it  would  be 
trained  on  the  astronaut. 

Cooper  is  scheduled  to  fly  over 
the  Communist  territory  for 
some  34  minutes.  He  is  set  to 
flash  over  Cuba  for  only  a few 
seconds. 

THE  BIG  PROBLEM  of  wea- 
ther was  centered  over  this 
launch  center.  Recovery  areas  in 
the  Pacific  and  Atlantic,  which 
would  be  used  if  Cooper  ended 
his  mission  sooner  than  schedul- 
ed. were  reported  in  generally 
good  candition  for  the  ships  and 
planes  that  would  make  the  pick- 
up. 

Walter  C.  Williams,  director  of 
operations  for  the  space  flight, 
said  that  Cooper  spent  the  day 
reviewing  the  mission  with  NASA 
officials  and  astronaut  Alan 
Shepard  Jr.,  the  backup  pilot  for 
the  mission.

at  least  24  hours  before  it  would 
be  rescheduled. 

Relatively  clear  skies  are  vital 
at  Cape  Canaveral  to  permit 
huge  tracking  cameras  to  follow 
the . spacecraft  aboard  an  Atlas 
rocket  on  its  journey  aloft. 

“A  one-day  postponement  prob- 
ably Avould  be  a better  indication 
as  far  as  the  Cape  area  is  con- 
cerned and  vvould  not  change  any- 
thing elsewhere,”  a meteorologist 
said. 

IF  THE  COOPER  flight  goes 
the  full  distance  it  will  be  the 
longest  orbital  journey  ever 
flown  by  an  American  astronaut.

Revelation  vs.  Reason 
Viewed  at  AEC  Debate 


“The  Nature  of  Man”  was  de- 
bated in  two  characteristic  styles 
by  Hugh  Nibley,  BYU  professor 
of  history  and  religion,  and  Ster- 
ling McMurrin,  University  of 
Utah  professor  of  philosophy,  at 
the  fourth  liberal-conservative  de- 
bate sponsored  by  the  Academic 
Emphasis  Committee  Monday. 

THE  THREE  BASIC  questions 
involved  were  (1)  Can  man  be 
educated  to  govern  himself?  (2) 
Is  it  nioral  for  an  educated  man 
to  be  regimented  by  a tightly 
woven  government?  (3)  Can  a 
Mormon  university  integrate  re- 
ligious and  secular  principles  in 
one  curriculum? 

None  were  directly  discussed 
by  either  man. 

Dr.  Nibley  scanned  all  three 
and  then  discussed  knowledge  as 
an  end  in  itself  and  for  its  sur- 
vival value  (man  recognizes  ig- 
norance as  dangerous  and  relieves 
the  danger  by  learning  as  he  re- 
lieves the  danger  of  starvation  by 
eating). 

QUOTING  FROM  two  favored 
Greeks  (Socrates  and  Plato)  and 
one  president  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
(Brigham  Young),  he  hammered 
at  the  necessity  for  revelation. 

“How,”  he  quoted  Brigham 
Young,”  “can  you  know  if  what 
I’m  telling  you  is  the  truth?  You 
can’t  unless  you’ve  received  revel- 
ation. My  testimony  doesn’t  make 
it  true.” 

DR.  McMURRIN  accepted  the 
role  of  defending  the  liberal  con- 
cept of  man.  “Two  defining  char- 
acteristics of  man,”  he  explained, 
“is  that  he  has  reason  and  a pro- 
found respect  for  rational  nature, 
and  that  he  has  a good  will  for 
the  well-being  of  the  individual 
and  society.”  He  calls  this  “the 
basis  of  Occidental  culture.” 

Dr.  McMurrin  continued,  cal- 
ling the  “chief  glory  of  Mormon- 
ism”  its  hold  on  fundamental  rev- 
elation while  it  at  the  same  time 
“holds  tenaciously”  to  reason 
“Even  revelation,”  he  said,  “must 
be  judged  at  the  bar  of  reason 
and  a failure  to  understand  this 
is  a failure  to  understand  the 
masis  of  Mormonism.” 

HE  SU3IMED  UP  by  saying 
that  founding  a university  was 
not  “for  purpose  of  encouraging 
revelation.” 

Dr.  Nibley  pointed  out  that  the 
failure  of  human  reason  was  the 


theme  of  every  Greek  tragedy. 
“Who  had  better  will  than  Oedi- 
pus?” he  asked.
